Former Emperor Charles of Austria,
travelling by airplane with his wife,
the former Empresa Zita, flew from
Switzerland and landed at Odenburg,
Burgenland, early yesterday morning,
when he placed himself at the head of
two battalions of troops which were
awaiting his arrival. Preparations
were begun immediately for a march
upon Budapest, where Charles will
prociaim himself King of Hungary. A
now Minlatry has been arganized, with
Stephan  Rakovsky, formerly vioe-
urasident of the lower house of the
Mungarian Parliament, as Premier.
Count Albert Apponyi, onetime chair-
man of the Hungarlan peace delega-
tion to Parls; Count Andrassy and
Gustave Gratz, formerly Hungarian
Forelgn Minister, are other members
of the Qovernment already selected.

Archduke Frederick has organized
‘n army of 40,000 men, which, accord-
Ing to reliable reporte, is solidly be-
hind Charles.

East Europe in Maelstrom.

With the simple act of descending
on Odenburg in an aircrait, Charles
has turned eastern Burope into a
maelstrom seething with innumerable
rolfiical possibilities.  Austria, Czecho-
Slovakia and Jugo--lavin as secession
Stutes, are forced into opposition
against any Hapsburg restoration.
Austria cannot undertake much in an
offenslve way oagainet Charles, but
may prove exceedingly sensitive itself
to the monarchist influence, especially
now in the daye of economic calamity,
und it is feared that the Royalists may
stage a demonstration in Austria in
order to gain support for Charles’s
new army.

The Austrian Cabinet announces that
it has taken all nocessary precautionary
vacasures. Czecho-Slovakia and Jugo-
nvia both have armies and might
eventually wage war.

More than 10,000 police and troops,
including Infantry, cavalry and ma-
chine gunners, have been assigned to
protect the American Embassy (rom
rioters to-morrow. Meanwhile the sit-
uation here growing out of the Com-
munist agitation In protest against the
conviction of Niccolo Sacco and Bar-
tolomeo Vanzettl for the murder of
two men in Massachusetts hourly be-
comes more tense.

It is possible that to-morrow will
witness scenes reminiscent of some of
the most sanguinary May Day dem-
onstrations. This situation has come
about almost over night, and the for-
midable proportion which the Commu-
nist demonstration against Amerlcans
is assuming is a surprise to French
officials, who appear to be uncertain
how far it will extend. The prepara-
tions made to cope with to-morrow’'s
demonstration only show the gravity
that this sudden outbreak of militant
Communists has assumed in the last
few days and proves that the strength
of the Communist clement in Paris
and the provinces has been underesti-
mated. With American consuls all
over France receiving threatening let-
ters and In fear of their lives the situ-
ation has no precedent In IFFrance in
recent years.

Government Forbida Parade.

The Government is now fully alive to|
the poasibilities of the situation. It threw
the gage of battle down to the Commu-

nists to-night by declaring that to-mor-
row’s parade to the American Embassy
must not be held. The reply of the Com-
munists to this was to issue notices di-
recting where the various groups were to
aBgembie, while C pers
are calling on all adherents to tum out
despite the Gover t's Interdictlon,
though cautioning them to remaln calm,’
It s evident that the Communlists are de-
pending on to-morrow's demonstration to
prove that they are gaining In strength.

Ambassador Herrick remains cool and
collected as he was during his war ex-
perlence here, keeping all his engage-
ments and riding about In the embassy
automobi'e unguarded.

“1 have decreed that parading in Paris
streets is not to bo permitted, M. Leulller,

She parted a balloon stay and
later carried away her foretopmast at
‘4 time when she thought she would
surely overhaul her rival, The Blue-
nose people say that If the Elsie had
not parted so much as & pack thread
the Elsie still would have been beaten,
because conditions to-day, a twenty
mile breaze and rough water to maich,
were made to order for the Lunenburg
schooner, Rough water that chacks
a vess=el like the Elsle has little effect
on her.

only the 75,000 raflroad telegraphers
positively with the “Big Five.” Chiel-
tains of the 350,000 clerks will make
their decision tosmorrow, and the
signalmen, 25,000 strong, also are yet
to act.

Clerks Not Likely to Quit,

Officials of the clerks said to-night
that they probably would not autho.-
ize a strike at their meeting, schew-
uled to-morrow, thus indicating.
union leaders =aid, that a strike, If it
materialized. would affect less than
one-fourth of the country's railroad
employees, being confined to the
switchmen, the conductors, the fire-
men, the engineers, the trainmen and
the telegraphers. The organizations
which decided not to join an immedi-
ute walkout will take new strike
votes after the expected labor board
decision in regard to rules and work-
ing conditions, it was said.
